When I asked him if hr d 
become the local hero in his 
Mrlbournc district, he said 
shyly: "Oh, no. 1 don't think 
many people would know mt'- 
After ail, there are hundreds 
ol cricketers, " 

Probably the experts will 
stil I be arpu in g about the 
legality of MeckifT s style of 
bowling when the next Test 
series is heing bowled out. 

But whether or not they find 
him guilty cif being a 
"thrower," they'll never be 
able to question thr ipomman- 
ship of t his pleasant, easy- 
going cricketer whose big am- 
bition now is to play foT Aus- 
tralia in England.

Eden, tells how she defied convention 
and abandoned British "society" life to 
marry an Italian ferryboat, engineer . . . 




I AM the luckiest and Kappiea 
woman in all Italy. Of that I am 
sure. For now that I have made 
this lovely country my home and 
my dream marriage has not 
lurried into thr nightman: many people 
believed, 1 know that my decision was 
right. 

Four nionthi ago I lived in a stately home 
in ihe country, with a town house in London. 

Today I am Signora Amelia Borrclli, tin* 
wife of "Gianni" Borrellt, the ferry-boat 
engineer, and my home is a white-washed two- 
room cottage m the village (4 Casamirriola, 
on the i.slanct of Ischia. Armhs the way live 
my pamitvin-Jaw, Mamma and Papa Hur- 
relli, with their four daughters and two snra. 

In Ihe. evenings, when my husband 15 at 
sea and 1 sit alone watching die sky turn 
from blue to purple, [ think of England and 
home. My thoughts always turn first to my 
lather and mother and my sisters, Ann. Rose, 
and F.lfrida. I picture them around a huge 
fire in the drawing-room of our Home n 
Fritham, on the edge of the New Forest. 

.1 com f or tabic life 

In almost every respect ins upbringing 
was striclly conventional. We lived com- 
fortably but not luxuriously. Part of our 
lovely big Tudor-style house in Fritham was 
converted intn a school run by my father. 

Bui Fritham was my home only for week- 
ends and holidays. The remainder of my 
lime was speni in another school which my 
mother bad .started in Kensington, Loudon, 
When 1 left school I was sent to the Sor- 
bonne in Paris for ihe traditional "finish- 
ing," I honestly did not enjoy the Surbonne, 
and I returned to England quite sunn after- 
ward.! in begin secretarial work for my father. 

The biggest dirill of my life then was 
when my mother presented me at Court and 
I met the King and Queen Afterwards there 
was a dinner party and the fabulous Queen 
Charlotie's Ball at the Dorchester Hotel. 

That was my night of absolute bliss; a 
wonderful orchestra, a long, flowing evening 
gown, and the company of my own friends.

My romance began when one of the 
girls ai our Fritham school, Kristine Fair- 
weather, and 1 decided to go abroad for 
our summer vacation. We each saved 
£5(1 and went by train to Naples. There 
we stayed with my uncle, who is the Con- 
sul-General. 

We had heard that some of the islands 
In the Bay of Naples were worth visiting, 
so one day Kristine and I caught tin early 
boat to one of the largest islands — Isrhia, 

Ischia was then almost completely un- 
discovetcd by tourists.. There were few 
hotels, and prices were much lower than 
in Naples. The people, too, wen- different. 
And in every way the island completely en- 
chanted us. 



We had brought our bathing costumes, an 
after walking along the beach we rented 
small hut and changed. As we were swim 
ming around close to the shore, I heard 
shout, and, looking up, saw a fowing-bo 
Two smiling faces stared down. 

The salt water slung my eyes, and as I 
blinked one of ihe smiling fnces chang"! 
from a blur to a handsome, rugged head a i 
shoulders He called out an invitation 
climb aboard. 

From what I had seen of Italian men a 
Naples I had realised that the local ho i 
did tint waste lime on the formalities of >: 
troduriious, and both Kristine and I hid 
always been quick to keep mil of their way 

Hut this afternoon was diflerrnt. The su-i 
was beating down; the sea was delicious!' 
warm, and Ischia smiled at us. No possible 
harm roulil come from just laughing bat 
at the boys. 

A few minutes later we were aboard ihei 
dinghy. Talking in a mixture ol English 
simple, basic Italian, and sign language, th 
boys Slid they would take us round the island 
in their hoat. 

They were Salvaiore and Giovanni — Gianni 
for short. I got the ptonunciatiun wrong and 
called him Johnny. 

[ don't remember wh3t we talked about, 
brat somehow I chatted to Gianni more than 
10 Salvatore. 

We laughed and talked, and, like boyi 
all over the world, they begged us not to 
cjtch the last boat back to Naples. But after 
less than an hour we landed at our beach 
hm again and were ready for the Naples 
steamer. 

Gianni and Salvatore walked to the quay- 
side with u>. Just before the steamer sailed 
they asked ua to come back tu Ischia in two 
days' time, when they would show tu the 

island. 

Kristine and 1 laughed at them and said 
we might meet them again. 

Thrill of pleasure 

Back in Naples 1 told no one ol our day 
in Ischia — especially nn( my uncle, for he 
might have been rather shocked. The fol- 
lowing two days passed quickly, without a 
thought in my head far Gianni — until the 
morning of our date, when Krisnne and I 
decided on (be spur of the moment that it 
might he good fun to go back to Ischia. 

The steamer nosed its way into the island's 
tiny natural harbor, and we ran down ihe 
gangway, expecting to see the hoys.

The meal was one of the gayest I have ever 
hud. And Gianni, broad and handsome, 
watched over mr with a tenderness 1 had 
ncveT experienced before.

Am evening walk 

I was almost frantic with worry about 
• hat my uncle would say when we did not 
ifturn in Naples, and as soon as we landed 
I ran to the telephone exchange. 

Fortunately, my uncle was out, and my 
' splanatioD was taken without question by 
the maid. 

f-ianni then look Kristine and mr to his 
mother's home, telling til that in the summer 
'lie took in tourists as paying guests. 

That evening Gianni and I walked along 
lie sea front to the pavement cafes, where 
lie moji vivid thing in my memory was the 
wonderful ice-cream — whir.h even pushed all 
: !i"nghis of Gianni from my mind I 

The following morning Kristine and I left 
without seeing Gianni, and caught the first 
boat buck to Naplrs and my uncle. 

I liked the big. well-built Italian with his 
quiet voice and genuine courtesy, and 1 felt 



that he liked me, too. Dui there was nothing 
more than that between ui. 

However, ones back in Naples 1 fell I 
would be much happier if I spent the re- 
maining week of my holiday in Isthia. For- 
tunately, Kristine felt the same. And, because 
Signora Itorrelli's pensione was cheap, we 
stayed with the family. 

Pro mi seil to write 

By this lime I learned that Gianni was 
an engineer on a large Italian liner sailing 
between Naples and New Vork He was on 
two months' holiday before rejoining his ship. 

For every day of that final week 1 was 
wilh Gianni. 

Then came our tiit.il day, when [ had to 
go back to Naples. Gianni came with mr to 
the station, where we found that I had made 
a mistake in the lirnciiililc, and would have 
a few mote hours In Naples before the Rome 
train left. 

We stood on the station platform, miser- 
able at parting. Gianni made me promise that 
1 would write, and i Hied to warn him of the 
difficulties that lay ahead if we were to con- 
tinue meeling each other. 

I told him a little ol my background, try- 
ing hard not to appear a snob. 1 explained 
to him that my world was different from any- 
thing he had ever imagined. 

Gianni only laughed. And when 1 pct- 
simed he snapped his fingers at me in mock 
anger. 

We kissed goodbye as the train was ready 
to leave, and then Gianni, the words tumbling 
out, proposed.

Rose, who is older and the most sensible 
of us all, suggested that I ihnuM think seri- 
■ .i iv ! v about it, but the final drcitiion had to 
be mine alone. 

Gianni's first letlrr was polite and not too 
closely affectionate, and I wrote back to him 
in much the name tone. I had now con- 
vinced myself that I was only writing to 
Gianni to improve my Italian. 

The fact that I had bought a set of teach- 
yourself-Ilalian gramophone records sdll 
didn't make any difference to the importance 
of actually writing in Italian. Or so I thought. 

I even tried going out wilh other boys, But, 
although tiny were nice, it was no good- In 
comparison with Gianni they seemed pale and 
insipid; their piblic-school background and 
impeccable manners even annoyed use slightly. 
Then, when I failed to find comfort in 
someone else's companionship, I took a new 
job as secretary. 

Perhaps, in lime, I might has'e got over my 
love lor Gianni; but one day, quite unexpect- 
edly, a letter came for me from my aunt in 
New York.

Mother worried 

That was the first time any of my family 
had met him. And the wonderful thing was 
thai my aunt shared my opinion ol Gianni. 

From that moment on, 1 hoarded all my 
money Like a miser, until fay April last year 
I had enough to get me bark to [schia. 

All this time I had kept my serret, even 
from my father, although I am sure he knew, 
for he must have been surprised when Italian 
letters continually arrived for me. 

My mother looked worried when I left 
home, but I suppose she fell it was better for 
me lo see Gianni and perhaps get him out of 
niy system. 

I, U>o. thought that when I saw him again 
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he would be different. Ischia would be cold 
and all our favorite places closed. 

But no. Our reunion was all that I had 
secredy hoped for. Gianni was even more 
wonderful to me than before, and after a week 
with him in Ischia I went back to Naples and 
took a job as a children's nurse. 

I felt that now I must learn something of 
the Italian way of life, and perhaps then I 
would find some real obstacles to our mar- 
riage. 

Gianni changed his job to be nearer me. 
He gave up his better-paid position on the 
liner to become an engineer on the Naples- 
Capri ferry, and we saw each other for a crmv- 
plete day at least once a week. 

"I want to marry" 

Six months later 1 left Naples and Gianni 
1 knew then without any doubts that this was 
the man I was going to marry. 

The parting made me so unhappy I almost 
cried. 

Rut my decision did not comfort me. On 
the train home to London 1 was desperately 
miserable. I looked out of the carriage win- 
dows with unseeing eyes.

Child's own 
responsibility 

Homework is. of course, the 
l ild'i .mil responsibility, and 
rrnts mint hope and expert 
tut the boy or girl will take 
il over. But children need 
our help in taking on and 
rryintf out their responsi- 
.iities, whatever these may 

We ire most helpful if we 
unsider when, where, and 
under what conditions the 
• bild ran best do his work, 

For moil boys and girls, 
having a regular place and 
lime helps litem in get at their 
'.oniewurk and do their best 
«ilh it. 

Every child needs a desk or 
tabic and chair of the right 
height for his size, with gix«l 
lighting and enough space to 
t>rl out the work. 

If there is no space in his 
own room, give him the dining 
01 kitchen table or a corner 
"I ihe living- room to himself. 
Hrolhert and sisters have to 
learn not to disturb him. 

The time for homework 
need not br ihe same hour 
•■very day. But even when the 
hour itself is movable (rum 
day to day, boys antl girls

Of courpe,, wt should seek 
a balance between ottering in- 
terested help Hid pushing 
adult standards and idea* on 
the child. We warn to pre- 
serve hi& curiosity, his 
initiative, and lib awn fresh 
approach. 

Marks aiid> 
report cards 

Teachers and parent* have 
argued against Riving children 
marks ,md jwnding home re- 
port LiirtJx. 

They *ay that getting good 
marlu and gn. id reports is 
made to seem important to 
the boy* and girts mlher thnn 
what they are learning- They 
say thai marks ran be unfair 
tn a child and nwlcadmg to 
his parents. 

Marks take 110 account of 
different abilitjt 1 ?. Thr.y do 
not record how hard a child 
is trying* n » r u » lnr > tell how 
or why he has lost interest und 
flopped trying altogrrher. 

Yet jjt ipite nf all the objec- 
llutLV schooK mill find that 
they must give marks of some 
kind and that they must make 
some kind of report to parents. 
There teemi to be no other 
way to cheek on each child's 
progress and to keep the 
parents informed of it. 

Marks antl report cards can 
be genuinely useful when we 
understand how to 0M them. 

John has a 0 in spelling bin 
a B in science and a B in 
arithmetic-. 

This does not necessarily 
mean that John is not work- 
ing hard enough in spelling, 
and that if he did he could 
bring that grade up to his 
oilier*. 

Whal il may really indicate 
is that spelling is hard for 
John, and no mailer hnw hard 
he wufIls al it he nuv never 
get more than a D. 

Thin does not mean he will 
never learn tn sprll at all! He 
jj leaniinp, all hough with 
difficulty, and rath term he 
can spell more words ami 
harder ones, than he could the 
term before. 

And he will keep on learn- 




ing- as lung as his teacher, 
and especially his parents, 
(poet) up his confidence or at 
least do nothing to shake* it. 

A poor mark should mean 
to us thai our boy or girl 
needs encouragement and 
help in doing better, rather 
than punishment or molding. 

If a child is having trouble 
— and that i. what his poor 
report doe* tell us — then our 
disapproval of him can h.mjly 
help. 

If he is working hard antl 
getting nowhere, parent and 
teacher together should begin 
looking for the trouble or 
arranging for him to get extra 
practice. 

It is our (a&k as parents to 
see that a child whose poor 
report shows trouble gets the 
help he needs. We cannot 
teach him ourselves, but we 
ran do our pari Co keep up his. 
morale. 

Wc can also help him get 
the extra attention he need* in 
his sduxriworb; 'whether it k 
through a remedial 1 reacting 
class, special coaching in 
arithmetic, or whatever else 
he needs. 

Many children go thnuigh 
a temporary slump in which 
they seem to In* skidding to- 
wards failure in everything. 

Sometimes it is only a level- 
ling .'if in learning, what U 
called a "plateau." 

Or a boy or girl discover* 
some new interest that is all- 
absorbing for the moment, mid 
everything else it being ne* 
glected for it. including school 

Suppose our boy or girl regu- 
larly brings home a poor re- 
port. Does it mean he i* not 
□tying? Does it mean he doet 
not care? 

We have no reason to think 
so. Failure in anything that 
his parents and other people 
think important is always pain- 
ful to a child. He begins by 
earing. 

We arc the ones who can 
discourage hint from trying, 
and lead him to behave as 
though hr does not Caire, ii we 
Tail to appreciate the effort he 
is making and the difficulty 
the work gives him. 

We do him an injustice, too, 
when we measure his progress 
by comparing hit work with 
another child's. The nnly way 
to measure his progress is

In our disappointment at a 
poor report card w* tmd to 
iorgci dun studies are not the 
f.ltly measure of a rhild, per- 
hapt not <*vrn (lie most im- 
portant one. 

What ij ;i brjglil" And what 
is "dumb'V Schoolwoik U only 
part of a child's experience 
and achievement. Clhildreu 
learn and develop in many lig- 
uillcajit ways, for which ihcy 
receive no school marks at all. 

Competition 
in school 

Tn yi.Mip ul any kind, 
whether in the family, in the 
neighborhood, or in school, 
children are bound to compete 
with each other. 

Some children are more 
cumpetitive unrl some are le-is 
so, bul each one feels some 
need to measure himself 
against some of the others. 

Competition is all rijdu in 
its place, but parents ran over- 
stress Its importance to the 
child without realising that 
they do so. 

Jack's father has given Jack 
the imprewion (hat he has to 
be a leader in everything. 
"How come you're not a moni- 
tor this year? Jim's father 
«ays Jim is a monitor." 

Jack tries to explain to his 
father iliat the monitor jobs 
are passed around tn that dif- 
ferent cJdldrcn get a chance, 
bul his father looks uncon- 
vinced. 

What the hoy would really 
like lo tell his father, if he 
could find the ruurLige, j, that 
he dor* not like l>eing a moni- 
tor at all, that he is not* 
happy bossing other kids 
around, that he enjoya being 
one of the crowd. 

There is nothing wrong with 
hi, preference. Actually, il is 
the father's comprtilive feeling 
when he is with aim din father 
thai is malting (rouble here. 

This is understandable and 
it need not do eitheT child Any 
harm, provided we are careful 
not to impose this pride upon 
the rhild. When we goad a 
child to compete in order to 



give us somediing to boast 
-tin m t, dim wc axe really being 
unfair. 

Competition in Khool has 
been justified on the ground 
that it stimulates each child to 
put oui his bt'sl efforts; a race 
of any kind is exciting. It may 
also give a child an incidental 
way to measure his progress. 

But if we set competition or 
"ambition" up as a major 
virtue we are sure to defeat 
many boys and girls who feel 
no desire to be at die head of 
the line anywhere, or who may 
not really be able to get there. 

Under the urge to beat 
other (ihitdren, a hoy or girl 
may be driven (o cheat in lests 
and copy other children's 
homework. 

Apart from the damage this 
does to the children's si-nsc of 
honor, it does them no good 
in the schoolwork itself. 

A test is useful as a measure 
of Ihe child's achievement or 
progress. Homework is useful 
as additional practice or ad- 
ditional work to be. covered. 

When cliitdren cheat in tests 
or take other children's home- 
work as their own, they are 
getting none of the benefit of 
eilher. 

They are actually cheating 
themselves, but it is not easy 
10 make thr rhild fee] this by 
merely telling him. 

Most damaging of all, the 
child who competes for the 
competition's stiike in a score 
loses sight of the very purpoit 
of the rJTon in learning. 

lie may incidentally do well 
in his slutlics, hut he is being 
deprived of the satisfaction 
and plrtisurr of extending his 
knowledge and acquiring skills, 

Experiences 
that help 

School alone does not pro- 
vide Ijoys and girls with all 
their education. They learn in 
many ways. 

In their hohhies and the 
projects that they carry out 
with friends, in clubs and at 
camp, they gain imporlant 
skills and knowledge 

And some of the learning 
that helps them most in school 
is contributed by their parents. 

Many children develop what 
teachers call their "number 
sense" by running errands (or 



mother, paying for purchases 
and learning lu count I h e 
change. 

Or they help father measure 
for thelves he is going to build, 
and then they help him build 
ihern. 

They become acquainted 
with maps and have a glim- 
mering ul geography from the 
road map mother holds in the 
(lonl Sttd and from s)gns along 
die road. 

They make the acquainlanee 
of history when (he family 
stops at a point of historical 
intercsl and mulher or father 
reads from the table! about the 
events- that took place there. 

Parents rake their rhifdren 
to sec things that are not part 
of their everyday eipcrience: 
a farm, ihe factory district of 
I nearby city, a museum, a 
busy airport or railway station. 

Parents watch for motion 
pictures and television and 
radio programmes that are 
rnlrruining for children and 
also enlarge their acquaintance 
will) the world and its pwples. 

Parents answer questions, 
and they ask questions, too, 
and go with the children 10 
find the answer. Every null 
experience contributes to a 
child's learning in school, as 
well as out of it. 

Don't stand 
over him 

The more wc know, t b e 
more wc want to know, and 
this is so for boys and girls 
even mate than for grownups. 

Teachers hud that learning 
ul inauv kinds is easier for chil- 
dren who are well informed 
than for those who know little 
of the world beyond home and 
school. 

Patents can help a child 
considerably with his reading, 
but nor by standing over him 
while be struggles painfully 
with hit first reading book. 

Learning to read is slow 
work, and so loilsome for 
many children that we can 
hardly blame them for doubt- 
ing svhelher it is worth the 
effort. 

We read to our children 
stories they enjoy and informa- 
tion they want, out of books 
that are still beyond their 
power to read to themselves. 
When they are able, we invite 
them to read to us. 

When we talk with our chil- 
dren around thr supper table, 
or while riding in a bus or 
doing the dishes or the dust- 
rng tueether, it is merely talk 
to us. 

Rut lo teachers, tbe talking 
lhal children do with their 
parents is an aid lo reading, 
writing, spelling, grammar, 
and any part o( seboolwork 
thai has to do with words. 

The school attempts system- 
atically to extend the child's 
horizons. And the more the 
boy or girl makes his own at- 
tempt tlunngh reading, 
through getting about and see- 
ing and hearing, the richer is 
his background for receiving 
new ideas and new experiences.

AMM'S recording barometer w a s 
placed on the spare desk in hn 
office.

days In wind the mechanism. The de- 
vice itsell consisted of a elockdriven 
metal drum around width he tecum! j 
si rip of pnper each time he wound the 
spring.

• The enormous number of flats and 
duplex home* built in capilal cities in 
recent years has resulted in a greatly in- 
creased demand for window gardens, 

IN many modern buildings, architects and builders 
have made provision for garden- lovers, with built- 
in, well-drained troughs and wide casement window- 

sUTs. 

Any gardener considering a window-hoi thould know that 
mniTctr has several advantages over wood: foncrete holds 
moisture and soil better, require^ no painting or maintenance, 
iiid uill never fall to pieces. 

Window troughs are fairly cheap lo buy, but any reasonably 
[■omppTtn* handyman could make onr, slamed or painted 10 
harmonise vvilh the color schemr of the house or flat. 

Thr trough should be at least nine inehn deep. Shallow 
troughs dry mil quirkly in summrr,ant! one day without water 
could kill the plant*. 

Window garden* arc usually filled with soi 1 (hat remains 
ihere several years, ho frond drainage is important. At least 
an inch of coarse snivel or cinders should be hid at thr lint torn 
n( the trough, and a thin layeT of peat or xphagnum mon< 
placed over this. 

Soil diuuld consist of good rich loam, ionic sand, and plenty 
of fibrous mailer, such as well-sifted cow manure, old turf, 
or leaf mould- If a little sheep or fowl manure is added 
to this annually, the trough? should not need recoiling for 
several years. 

Wooden boxes should He made of cypres pine or Cali- 
fornian redwood, which are extremely d;;mp-r<'*iitant They 
sliuukl he painted twice with /in* p.iioi, inside and out, 
before assembling. Brass screws should be used instead of 
nails. - 

S.vpnge and surplus water can be rarried away by ptat- 
inn a shallow tTay under thr trough, with s, zinc or gal- 
vau'Wi'd iron gutter lu carry the moisture away bm the 
walls preventing ugly stains on brickwork*

Exhibition of 
rare editions 

• Stamps worih more than 
half a million poiintU will he 
on show when the first phila- 
telic exhibition to be held in 
Sydney for 21 years opens al 
the Sydney Town Hall on 
Febroary 2. 

THJ-1 ax-day exhibition has been 
organised by the combined 
philatelic societies of New South 
Wales, and the stamps, entered by 
collectors all over the world, will in- 
clude many closely guarded rare and 
valuable editions. 

Stamps hnvr born signposts nf history 
since their introduction more than 100 
year* Ago. 

Many uld and practically all mnnVrn 
event* ol importance have been commem- 
orated hy new issue*. 

"fhere have been Royal visit tump), 
coronation stamps, centenary slam 
stamps commemorating explorer*, go 
tushes, and scientific discoveries. 

Russia and Hungary issurd Sputnik 
stamps within days of the first satellite 
being piu iolo orbit. 

The wedding nf Queen r.lirabcirj, the J 
flight of the Southern Cross, Lindbergh's 
flighl across [he Atlantic are all perpetu- 
ated in stamp collection!. 

More recently a special issue, on sale 
for one day only, marked thr wrdding of 
Priori: Rainier of Mori ico — a' principality 
deriving in revenue almost solely from 
philately and gambling. 

In 1937 a stamp issue almost caused 8 
war between two Central American States 
Nicaragua brought out a stamp in thai 
year showing pan nf Central America 
which Honduras considered its own, and 
the Hnnduran Government requested the 
withdrawal of the issue. 

Patriotism cm both sides reached fever 
pitch, and people began to talk o( going 
to war. Luckily the stamps sold out and 
the crisis was averted. 

When a primer, producing the first W.A. 
fourprnny stamps in 1854, put one nf ihc 
transfer slips upside down he mide phila- 
telic history, and produred whal is prob- 
ably the rarest Australian stamp — a four- 
penny inverted worth more than £2000. 

Two new Australian stamps — a penny 
purple and a fourpenny red—will he issued 
on Ihr first dav of the Svdnri exhibilion.
